Diplomacy is like other war games in that it produces a 
vast number of persons who are convinced they can teach you 
to play. Unfortunately, most "how-to" articles concentrate 
on the tactics* which is the least part of Diplomacy. 1 am 
certain that anyone playing Germany is aware that if he wishes to attack 
Prance he ought to move his forces westward* The problems arise when you 
wish to attack Grande , and England wishes to attack you* 

TKe school of thought which seems to prevail just now is that you never 
lie to someone out-right. If you have decided to attack Prance, you simply 
do not wr i te 1>q..hla y If ha writes to you , you refuse to agree to anything, 
but' J merely make non-coraraittaTlSoIses. XJKT^A show 6T hands". " How mafiy d: f 
you think that France will be completely lulled by the fact that you have 
not declared war on. him ? And you have probably also never won, and* can't 
understand why you are under attack so often. 

The simple fact is that if you do not write your immediate neighbors and 
discuss your mutual potential targets, you are going to find yourself, 
more often than not, the target in this particular game. This does mean 
that as Germany you' are going to have to discuss attacking Prance with 
England, but you are also going to have to discuss attacking England with 
Prance. Unless you are completely insane, you are lying to one of these 
players . 

The customary double-think is that you consider yourself allied only to 
one of the players, for example, you consider that your Germany is allied 
with England to attack Prance. Therefore, it is all right for you to lie 
to Prance, because he is not your ally. The truth is, a lie is a lie no 
matter to whom it is told. So do not be entirely surprised if, in the ex- 
ample, England considers himself allied with Prance to attack you. In 
current play, the re-action is that England is most reprehensible for ly- 
ing. You were lying to Prance, but that was o.k, because he was not your 
ally. But England was your ally and how dare he lie t 

The point of this is not to assign blame, but to salvage something from 
the wreckage. Now is the ti«e to try and make your correspondence with 
France pay _o£f ^ _ You are already in communication with Prance so you don* t 
have to try to build a relationship based on an abortive stab* Simply 
tell the guy you were mislead by that evil, nasty person playing England. 
You personally would never have come up with the idea of attacking Prance, 
but England told him that Prance had been writing trying to get him to 
attack you— this is probably not a lie— so to defend yourself ybu decided 
to go along with England. Now he has stabbed you, and doesn't Prance want 
to ally with a nice guy like you who is. so trusting that you can be stabbed 
or does he want to ally with a person like England who stabbed his ally? 

'This is not going to be enough. You are also going to have to make a 
concrete offer. In the example, you can't tell Prance that you still want 
Belgium. In fact you can't still, want Belgium, You are going to have to 
concede Belgium to Prance, and you. are going to have to mean it. It is 
unfortunately true that if you are the country initially attacked, you can 
often recover, but it is very difficult: to regain the initiative. You are 
probably going to have to be a very good boy fxjr the rest of the game. It 
djepends on whether you decided to completely commit* yourself by moving to 
Burgundy.
